The foUowiDg special telegram from 
Washingtoti to the Saa Franoisoo Examiner 
aheda some light on the elaborate letter from 
Mr. Secretary Kluine to Sir Julian Pounce- 
fote, published in the telegraphic columns of 
this paper yesterday : 
JiHThi; fesignatioii bt Professor Elliott, of 
ike Smithsonian Institution as Special Con- 
ipressional Agent to report on the condition 
.of seal life on the islands of St. George and 
St. Paul, has been followed by a disolosuJe 
of u condition of affairs in the State and 
Treiisiiry Depnrtinents extremely disoredit- 
abU to Secretary Blaine. • 

The liiial result will certainly be a thor- 
ough iiivistigiition by Congress atf soon as, it 
meets, and the production of documents 
that will niiike Americans feel anything but 
proud of the diplomatic neyotiationa carried 
on by this udmiTrstr;itinii. 

It will be reiiiemljcred that in hia last 
paper on tlie subject of liebring sea seals 
Secretary lilaine put aside the contention 
that tlie" United triiatea had jurisdiction over 
the whole of Rehring sea, and fell l)aek on 
Uie claim that the United States based its 
(lenuuuls on the right to proteet an industry 
that was threatened with extinction, thei-e- 
!>v entailing a great i)ccuniary loss on this 
country, and imperiling the e:cistencO of tho 
inhabitunts of the ishmds, who are oil citi- 
zens of the Unittd States. 

11L.\INE's Kt l'Ut:SENT.AT10NS. 

Hhiino reprcseiiled the danger to the scala 
;\nd the Indians as immiueiit, and made so 
.strong a plea for the property ond lives of 
the Aleutians that Lord Salisbury felt un- 
ulilc to take the responsibility of the catas- 
trophe that was preilicted, and sent a note 
on I'eliruary '2Ist ollering to provide the 
ueccsHiry protection, pendinj; the sottlc- 
nu'iit of the dispute, on terms that Secretary 
Blaine could not object to as unreasonable 
if he believed that tho picture be had drawn 
of impending famine to the Aleuts and total 
e.xterininaliou of tho seals was true. 
• •• SIR JULIAN PADNOEITOTE's OKFKU 

" Sir Julian Pounoefote was given full pow- 
■ers to make an agreement on the basis of 
tho English statesman's suggestions, and 
two weeks ago he submitted the following 
propositions in effect : 
ii'lWt.the British Government would at 
once dispatch cruisers to the Behriug sea 
to drive out all English sealers, provided 
tliat the American Government would stop 
all sealing by American vessels, and would 
also step the sluutihter of seals on the Pribi- 
lof islands for this year, at. the expiration of 
which time a close season might l)e agreed 
upon or a fresh arrangement made. 

THE PRISCU'LE, 
The principle underlying Sir Julian 
Pauncetote's offsr was that the seals \yei e 
not the exclusive property of the United 
States, but the spoil of him who caught 
them J therefore the United States Govern - 
mtstlt could not logically deinaud protection 
'for them in open waters from tho llritish 
.'while it permitted wholesale killing by it.s 
itown subjects on land. 

J[f, at some future time, the United States 
^donid establish its first demand— that tlie 
Behriog was a closed sea— so much the hot 
tor for the American citizens who had the 
lease of the rookeries, but if, on the other 
hand, that was not made out, British sub- 
jects would not have been denied their 
.rights to a share.-while the rookeries wore 
lieing depopulatHd. 

THK OFFER 1)F.CI.I>-KI). 

To the surprise of every one this oiler wa.s 
refused, and Secretary Foster of the Treas- 
ury Department was sent to the front tn 
make the excuses. He snid tliat it was un- 
just to tho lessee.^ of the islands and that 
the Government would lose upwards of 
§1,000,000 per year, and on that hangs the 
tale of the dilemma that Ulaine will he im- 
paled on when Congress demands the facts 
and the documents. 

The British Government, the seal poacli- 
fersand the Canadians have maintained that 
.:^he Stories of the diminution of seal life 
were untrue, and averred that tho repoi ts

On his return 
be u ade'his report, which was properly ad- 
ilressed to the Secretary of the Treasury 
ami has not yet senn the light. It is now 
learned that lilaine personally oaused I'd- 
liott to withhold the report, telling liiiii 
that its intnnhietion would interfere with 
the progress of the negotiations, and it will 
bo shown when Congress meets that Blaine 
dill not speak with candor, but gave a false 
reason and trieked Professor Elliott, because

It has also leaked out that Sir Julian 
Pauncofoto heard of Elliott's report before 
he made his ofTer to suspend sen ling, and 
he took steps to find oaz its contents, and in 
tho note he is preparing to send to Salis- 
bury on the rejection of his offer ho mil 
call attention to the fact ; that; the United 
States discredited the reports ;f of its own 
speoinl and regular agents liiid bos appoint- 
ed an inexperienced ii)an to tako ex parte 
testimony.

SKKIOUS OllSTACLES. 

Tho seriou.i obstacles to the proper protec- 
tion of American rights in the future will be 
tho refusal of lilaine to agree to a close sea- 
son after declaring tluit protection was ab- 
solutely necessary and tho permission grant- 
ed to kill (JO.UOU seals when botli Goff and 
Elliott reported that not more than 6,000 
ought to be taken, ' Tlie supprMsidn of El- 
liott's report in the interest of £lkins & Co., 
and it is claimed of Bttssell' B. Harrisin, 
will be a matter that will concern only the 
I>eople of tho United States and will not 
Hgure so seriously in the diplomatic i corres- 
pondsncc. The desire of Klkins & CoV to 
grab all thoy can aod then let the deluge.- 
coine is apparent. Their claim that Gors 
report is erroneous and that seals are more 
l)lentiful than over does not square with the 
report that they are offering to buv the 
poachers' oatob a* ^oea higher than the 
market rate of last year, which they would 
not be likely to do if they expected skins ti> 
be plentiful. 

Pauncofote is reported to be irritated at 
Blaino's action, and it is expected that his 
next move will be to push the claims of in- 
demnity for the .seizure of llritish sealing

The Hon. Robert Poore Haylliornc, 
whose (Ica-th wua telographed to this coast, 
yesterday, was a most useful public num. 
He hud^ood abilities, he was well educated, 
ho -was a man of spotless integrity, and he 
wua iu niiiunera and in feeling a gentleman 
of the old school. His career a.s a pulilio 
mar. proved that a Ounadiun can bo a keen 
politician and tiike an active part in public 
affairs without injury to his character and 
without loss of dignity. Mr. Haythonie's 
' manner was rather formal, and he was, in 
many rcHpccts, too punctilious to plciuse ii 
few fioi' iinil caay politicians, l)Ut ho wai 
invariably courteous, lie was a keen de 
hater, but ho -was never in the heat of do 
bate betrayed into using an expression that 
could 'be regarded as unseemly. Uc neve 
had occasion to apologijio for being eitlier 
liasty or uncivil. In his intercourse with 
public MU'M, he wa.s inviiriably polite ;uul 
friendly, ready to reason and to listen to 
reison. He never said an offensive word, 
and he met rudeness and vulgarity with a 
quiet dignity that made the ofFender, if I 
was not an unmitigated brute, ashamed of 
himself. Ho was the soul oi honor. He 
performed all his duties with scrupulous 
exactitude. Ho was aa cia-eful of the pub 
lie money as he was of his own. He rc 
quired the strictest .account from every .sub- 
ordinate, end he could not l.o induced to 
countenance any expenditure ti-.at was not, 
in tliG very strictest sense, legit iiiiate. It 
need not be said that in private life he was 
above reproach. He was one of the most 
cou'cientious of men. He neglected no 
duty, and he had not even the small vices 
to which mpst men arc, to a greater or loss 
extent, addicted. Ho was a man who had 
inany virtues and very few failinffs. 
" And thus ho wore, without abuse, 
Tbo grand old name c( Rontlemun." 



A NEW COURT OF REVISION. 

The finding of the New Orleans Grand 
Jury will he read with surprise in many 

place.i. It is believed that the law is not 
held in very high respect iu the United 
States, and that ifi udministration is not as 
pure or as eflicient as it might be, but it 
was hardly expected that a United States 
, Grand Jury would condemn the court of 
law and commend a mob for reviewing and 
reversing its decisions. The finding of the 
New Orleans (Jrand Jury has gone a long 
way towurds making Judge Lynch one of 
the recognized institutions of the Repub 
lie. 

The Italians 'were accused of the murder 
of the Chief of Police. They were arraigned 
before one of the courts of the State of 
Louisiana. Alter a long trial, they were 
iiei|uitt.;d. The citizens, a greater part of 
whom hiid not heard the evidence, and 
they had, were not, in their then frame of 
mind, competent to consider it, deciding 
that the verdict of the jliry was unjust and 
thai the decision of the judge wasnotsound, 
found the Italians guilty behind their backs, 
.-ind without giving them a chance to say a 
word in their own defence proceeded to exe- 
cute them forthwith. 

{The New Orleans Grand Jnry has not a 
word to say against this wicked, lawless 
and merciless ])roceeding. It condenms the 
jury and the court that tried and aecpatlecl 
the accuscil Italians, but does not, even in 
tlie niildeat nmnner, i)rotest aguinst the 
mob constituting itself a court of levislou 
and usurping the functions of tho State of- 
ficers of justice. The curious thing about 
Its most extraordinary preHcntment is, ihiit 
although it attributes wluil it, also witliout 
eiKiuiry, denounces as a failure of justice, to 
tho court and jury, it docs not suggest that 
tho judge, the jui y and the odiccrs of the 
court should be mode the objects of the 
virtuous vengeance of Judge Lynch. In 
this the Grand Jury wua not consistent. It 

is evident that if justice has not been done, 
the Italians are not to lilauie. Tliey were 
in the luinils of the court, and altogether at 
its nu'rey. The court wuh (juite aw com- 
petent to find them guilty us it was to ac- 
quit them. Judging by tho feeling of the 
community, the jury would be predisposed 
to condemn the men. Everyone in Now 
Orleans was crying for their blood, and 
it might be supposed that the jury 
Tvoiild not bo favorably disposed 
towards them. In this country, under 
such circumstances tho counsel for the 
prisoners would apply for a change of venue, 
urguing, and justly, too, that they could 
not expect to ho fairly trieil in the miilst of 
u ilommunity .so Bavagely prejudiced again-t 
tlicin. liut they were tried iu New Orleans, 
where t hey were condemned by nine per- 
sona out of ten b6fore a word was said in 
their defence. The verdict rendered under 
those most unfavorable circumstances wan 
" not guilty." If this verdict wns contrary 
to tho evidence, if tho jury was eoi rupteil 
and the judge bribed, who was to blame 
and who ought to be made the objects of 
tho vengeance of the connnuiiity emagcd at 
whot they regarded us a flagrant failure of 
justice T Not the Italian prisoners, cer- 
tainly, who were merely doing wliat they 
could to save their lives, but the men who, 
for I* few dollars, violated tho trust that 



was reposed in them and disregarded the 
duty they owc'"^l the community. Tho men 
who, for money, basely betrayed their trust, 
and not the miserable men who were strug- 
gling for dear life, deserved punishment. 
But the Grand Jury, while it justilird the 
uiob wliich " muiderid the acnuittcd 
])risoners, who were in the custody of the 
state, because it wos larg^ ..and l?re»peot- 
ablc " says very little ihdieed in conifbmntt 
t inn of tho men who, if there Wiis a failut e 
of justice, were really tho guilty parties. 

If this New Orleans ease is to be eoiu 
ercd a precedent, there is iiii telling 
what it may load. If a mob is justilied in 
revising tho decision of a court in a criminal 
case what is to hinder its revitnng tho deci 
sions of courts in civil cases also ? If u mob 
is big enough and respectable enongh it can 
set aside the verdict of any jury or the 
decision of any court. The day nuiy come 
in the United .States, when the most ii 
portant port of a trial,- in which the sympa- 
thies of tho people are enlisted, will take 
place on the street. The mob will decide 
whether the finding of the jury is just or 
not, and will, after a few minutes delibcra- 
tiou, come to a decision and will, a;: it did 
in New Orleans, proceed at once to carry 
out its verdict. Justice in the State of 
Louisiana is paralysed, but we do not thinl 
that it was becondng in a (.'rand Jury of 
the .State to proclaim that fact to all t 
world, and to justify thu men who brought 
about so lamentable airesult. 



NOT ACCErTAnLE. 

The Chinese have ceased to be an isolate- 
people. They take an interest in what is 
going on in tho parts of tho world peopled 
by o\itside barbarians. Their public men 
are now prety well posted in coctem]>orary 
history. They keep a close watch on the do- 
ings of foreitjn ( lo\ ei inuenls, and they are 
([uick to note who among public men are 
friendly to them as a people ami who are 
the reverse. An instance of their watch- 
fulness and of their appreciation of NVestern 
public men has been forced upon the pe<ii)le 
of the United States. Senator Hliiir i.s not 
a very distinguished man. He dtie.s not 
stand high among the statesmen of the Rc- 
pul)lic. But ho has been noted for his hos- 
tility to tho Chinese. He has denounced 
them in his speeches, and everj' measure 
that discrinunated against the Chinaman lis 
an iiriinlgrant had in him an enthusiastic 
advocate. A Minister was want d for C'hi- 
na, and President Harrison selected this 
anti-Chinese Senator for the position. As 
soon as it was known in China that a man, 
notorious for his hostility to the Chinese hud 
been chosen to represent the United Stutes 
in PeUin, the representative of Chiua in 
Washington protested ag.iins-; the appoint- 
ment. Mr. lilair Avaa not jxn-.tonai/rala 
in the estimation of the Chinese Govern- 
ment, and tho President was told that he 
would not be welcome in IVUin. The Chin- 
ese, through their ( Uivernnienl, show that 
they havi; feelings, and that they are pre- 
pared to resent any ill-usage that their 
countrymen are in ide to sutler in foreign 
countries. As the trade with China is im- 
portant it is not likely that the American 
Government will send Mr. Blair to Pekin in 
the fuce of the Chinese ambassador's pro- 
test.

Pilot, at I'ort Angeles, the Port Townsend 
Leader, in ita issue of \yeduesday morning, 
said: "Ciiptittin B^iJipt, of the Valley 
Forge, is reported to have said that Cap- 
tain Lawrence requested hitn to sail in 
cloae to Vunoo Island heforo he agreed to 
hook on, because the British akippcr wua 
not certain he was in foreign waters." 

In contradiction of' this statement Cap- 
tain Lawrence writes: "I spoke the 'Vat- 
lej- Forge on May 2nd, (Aree mites off Port 
.Sail Juan, bound to Departure Biy. The 
captain said he wished:, to he taken into 
Port Angeles to enter. (ind clear. 1 agreed 
to take him, and arrived on the morning of 
the :jrd." 

Ill another communication Cii))tain Law- 
rence writes: "I have the allidavit of the 
captain of the bark that I picked her up 
iinthin (hrvt'jnitcri (ii[o\\\: own shore." 

As a proof that the Pint Townsend col- 
lector of customs is in error in detaining 
the Pilot, the following section of the 
statute, under which tho seizure was made, 
is puhlisheil below. 

"Sec. 4,, '170. All tow boats not of the 
United States found employed in towing 
documented vessels of the United .States, 
plying fi-Qin one ])ort IU- place in the same 
t ) another, shall be liable to a j)en ilty of oO 
cents per ton on the mcusuieincnt of such 
vessel so towed by ^l|<hem respectively, 
which sum may be recovered by libel or 
■ lit. 

"This section .ihall nol ap/ili/ to any case 
where the towing in irhoUi or in pari, is 
within or upon foreign waters."

Trip Alon^ the Colombia 'Hade In Beantifnl 
Weather— SandBtorm In the Desert and ' 
Mounted BlanketZIndtana. 

PORTliAND, May 7. — The President and 
party arrived lioro at 3 a. m. from Puget 
Sound, ttud loft at 7:15 over the - Union 
Pacific, eastward bound. 

TnB Daixes, Or., May 7.:n^Tho moralog 
WHS cloudy with light showers of rain at 
intervala, luit the skies cleared up about 
10:30 o'clo k iinil tlio rcnmioder of the trip 
tlirougli thd pictuiosquc valley of the 
('oliiiiil)i.i Wius iniulc in bright sunlight, 
which (li.Hulosed llie mountains anil tlio Caa- 
cailea, tliiou<,'li wliicli the roail passes, in all 
their lieauty and gniiidcui'. One of the 
pleasaiitesL ineidtnta of the run from Fort- 
land was a visit to Multnomah falls, the 
beautiful slender spray falling a distance of 
850 feet. The entire jiarty, includint; the 
President aiul the ladies, left the train for 
a closer inspection, and Bpent . several 
minutes admiring the Kcene and gathering 
ferns and wild llowers us nienientoua. The 
first fitop of any importance- was at The 
Ddllfes, where iiis President received on en- 
thusiastic welcome. 

I'K.NDi^BTOS, Or., May 7. — During tlio 
afternoon the presidential parly made short 
stops at Arlington and Umatilla Junjtion 
tireat enlhusiusm was manifested liy the 
resiilents of the former place. Uuiatilla, 
however, has the questionublo distinction of 
being the only place yet visited that allow- 
ed the occasion to pass without recognition 
of any kiud. A few people weroussenibled 
at the station, and the President stepped 
out on the rear platform to greet them, but 
but they made -no demonstration. .Soon 
iaiter leaving this point the travelers were 
.treated' to a sand storm, which threatened 
ai;<dne time to result in a blockudo, but the 
\pii|c|. fell slightly and the train maintained 
schedule. Pendleton was in gala attire. 
The presence of about 100 Indians, men and 
women, dressed in blankets and feathers, 
gave i>ictures(iuc coloring to the scene. 
They belonged to the Umatilla, Cayuse.and 
Walla Walla tribes, and were all well 
mouutcd. Their leader carried an American 
flag. 

In responding to un address of welcome, 
the I'resident greeted the veterans, pio- 
neers and children present, and to all he 
gave the assurance thaltliese distant states 
were not forgotten by tliose who for a time 
are chosen to ailministrr public ollice at 
Washington City. He believed that legis- 
lation sliould be UH Ijroad as oiu- territory. 
It should not be for classes, but should al- 
ways 1)0 in the interest of all our people. 
The Postniastcr-General made a brief 
speech. Adilresaes were abo made by Va 
It'inn Ya, cliief of tin: L'.iyuses, and Peo, 
chief of the Uniatillus. the foinier took 
occasion to complain of the sale of a portion 
of the reservation allotted l(j his tribe, and 
said it was contrary to the agreement. I'eo 
fiU.id that the Umatillas would continue 
friendly to tlio Government. 

During the s))eech-making some of the 
squaws did a lively business selling beads 
and trinkets to ilrs. Harrison and Mrs. 
Diinniick at four or live times their actual 
value. Four miles from Pendleton the train 
stopped to allow the I'resident to receive 
the pupils of the Umatilla Indian school. 

^Bakeb City, Or. , May 7.— The pcojile of 
Ia Grande turned out in force to greet the 
presidential party. Fitting speeches were 
made by the President and Postniaster-Ueu- 
eral. By special invitation a stop was 
made at 10.45 to-night at Baker City, where 
the visitors had a rousing reception. The 
President and. Postmajster-Qenerol spoke, 
and their renmrks were ^. loudly opplauded. 
.Secretary-Busk is siiffering froni a cold con- 
tracted in'tlie Sound cities yesterday, and 
took no part in' to-day's demonstrations. He

THE VICTORIAN IS READY. 

The Qupcn of th« I'U!;ct Sound Fleet 'Will be 
Here on the 2.'5rd with a Large 
Kxcurslon Party. 

The Union Paciiic's b'Hidsnnie steamer 
Victorian is receiving the lini.^hiiig touches, 
and her owners intend thai her iiiiti il trip 
shall bo made on the birthday of her in 
whoso honor she, as well us the cajiital of 
British Columbia, is named. An excursion 
is to be given on her to this city on the 
Queen's bii tliday. .She will be the linest 
steamer on the I'acilic coast. ,Shc is larger 
than the R. R. Thompson, T. J. Potter, or 
any of the popular steamers on the river or 
on the Puget Sound, and is a credit to 
Portland, whero she was planned and con- 
structed. She is ownod by the Union 
Pacific Company, and is built for them to 
be run betueen .Seattle, Port; Townsend and 
Victoria. I'he total cost of the sleaiuer 
will bo over §225,000, and when ready for 
service will probably be worth a quarter of 
a million dollars. 

.She is fore and aft schooner-rigged, 
with two very raking masts, the lower 
being each 70 feet in length, with the top- 
masts 4.'j feet long. The rigging is of gal- 
vanized wire, with turn buckle-eyes, is 
made in the best iiiunner, and the sails are 
of firat-clasa duck. 

The hull is 2;55 feet over all, or 241 feet 
between perpendiculars ; extreme width 
over guards 45 feet, or 35 feet I'cam 
moulded, depth of hold 16 feet 6 inches. 
Tlie stern runs the whole height above pas- 
senger deck. 

Her rudder is 5 feet wide and 20 feet 
long, operated by a wheel with steam stear- 
ing gear. 

She now draws 10 feet, but when loaded 
and coaled will draw a little over feet 
aft and 12 feet forward. There are sina 
boats, several life rafts and an abundant 
supply of life-preservers. Tlio boats will 
be hung on swinging davits of 3J-inch iron, 
IG feet high, and will have all necessary 
tackle, oars and equipments. 

She is expected to carry 500 passengers 
on excursion permits, and average 20 knots 
per hour.

The reverenil gcntleuian here 
iln w iiii apt illnstralioii from the ti lephone, 
tlu- sold lieing canni^ctcd willi the iiilinite 
above by the virluei and good quaUties, 
which served us connecting wrres. Thion;;h 
these the soul poured out. itself. There 
were two special classes who had no feeling 
fur player, viz., those whose neglect bad 
made tli Mu i.'artdfSH, and therefore prayer- 
less, u bile the olhei s had no feeling at all 
in limt diieetion.
